A HEBREW ARBITRATOR. 


E ENGLISH, in our present social 
system, have frequently to put up with 
the grossest injustice; our only alter- 
native being to call in the aid of the 

lawyers and the County Court, a remedy, 
from its eternal delays and outrageous expense, 
that the “knowing ” ones generally shrink 
from. We have no middle course. But 
in Whitechapel, owing to the enterprise and 
energy of Rabbi Schewzig, backed by a few 
wealthy members of the Jewish community, such 
a middle course has been found. It is simplicity 
itself. The Rabbi sits in his little office in 
New Road (as sketched by a P.J.P. Artist) 
for a couple of hours every morning and 
evening. Frequently the two or more. disput- 
ants agree to meet before him. The Rabbi 
sits, with kindly keen eyes, listening, rolls a 
cigarette, asks a few questions, and with a 
little good humour, a little coaxing, and a 
little fatherly and well-timed ‘severity, a case is 
settled that would have dragged on fer months 
in the Courts, and that would probably have 
ruined all the parties to the suit. When any one 
person has a complaint to make, or someone owes 
him money and won’t pay, he calls at the office 
and gives the name and address of the offending 
party. A polite postcard is despatched request- 
ing his attendance. Thus, without policemen, 
without any physical force behind him, the 
Rabbi settles at least a hundred cases a week.

PRINCIPLES OF CHESS. 

It will be remembered that we only recently gave an illus- 
tration of how best to proceed against scattered Pawns: In 
the example then chosen the scattered Pawns came about in 
the end play. Inthe game appended, which was played in 
consultation at the just concluded Hastings Festival, we 
have an excellent illustration of the deleterious effect of 
getting the Pawns scattered early in the game; and the 
conduct of the opening by White is an object-lesson of the 
best method of dealing with Black’s weak Pawn position. 
It will be seen that Black, in order to avoid the loss of a 
Pawn, had to submit to having his Pawns tripled and 
isolated ; and even then the Black allies had to relinquish 
the exchange ultimately, to avoid the capture of a Pawn, 
and with it all they were unable finally to avert the defeat 
brought about principally by the weakness in their game 
through having obtained scattered Pawns in the opening.

Homing Pigeons. i

O oblige a young fancier I give 
a sketch of a typical homing 
pigeon—the medium-faced 
Antwerp. The genus Antwerp 
includes short, medium, and 
long faces. A visit to a pigeon 
show, or to the lofts of a few 
good breeders of Antwerps, 
would give any young fancier 
an idea of the differences in the 
types of Antwerps. He would 
probably be most taken up with 

the short faces if he should see a loft of them on the wing. 

What, in my opinion, is-the greatest drawback to pigeon- 

fancying, where poultry is kept, is the fact that pigeons are 

Most Voracious Eaters. 

If they ĉan feed with fowls they will pick up much more 
corn than is necessary for them. The’ fowls will not get 
their share, and the pigeons will be none the better for 
having eaten so much. A proper way to keep pigeons— 
that is, as to their feed—is to allowance them, seeing that 
each bird gets sufficient to afford proper nutrition, The

my querist puts it. The balloon, the telephone, and the 
heliograph, united or singly, will always beat the carrier 
pigeon for rapidity and certainty. 

Welsh Terriers. 

I saw a fine class of these dogs at Cruft’s Show at the 
Agricultural Hall, and made a few notes that will, I am 
sure, interest my dog-loving readers. The breed appears 
to be an ancient one. It is of a most distinct type, both in 
colour and inform. Perhaps a condensed list of its points 
will best describe it. I also give a typical sketch, by which

my description can be followed. The colour of these dogs 
is most distinct, being a grizzled black on the back and 
tan colour over the rest of the body and limbs. . The Welsh 
terrier is a breed of home dogs, of real British origin, and 
is also, for its gameness and other valuable properties, well 
worth encouraging. 

Trees, Shrubs, Fruit-Bushes, Raspberry and 

Strawberry Plants, 

and all other things that are to grow in the garden or on 
the lawn and grounds, should by this time be planted. Itis 
not too late to plant them if the work be proceeded with at 
once. Presently crop-cultivation will take up all the time 
and labour there is at command, and before the busy time 
comes such work as stone-picking and spreading on bad 
places in paths and roads, all rough material, gravel, etc., 
should be hurried on with. Repairs to gates, fences, stiles, 
etc., ought to be done now. 


On Paddocks and Pastures, 
as well as meadow-land which is going to be mown without 
a manuring with stable or farmyard dung, a dressing of 
basic slag will often work wonders in improving the herb- 
age. Three or four cwt. to the acre of basic slagis enough, 
and if that be duplicated in April by sowing some agri- 
cultural salt, pasture grass will be much more relished by 
the animals that graze there, and also the meadow-hay will 
be a thicker and Hoar crop. On small farms there is some- 
times a plot of land that was well dunged last year —perhaps 
for potatoes, peas, celery, or some root crop., If the dung 
was not nearly exhausted, and if the soil will work finely 
and is not too heavy, I can recommend that spot as a good 
ne upon which : A 
h ae To Cultivate Beet. 
Beet is an easy crop, and, when it does well, it is a very 
profitable one. The way to make most money by beet is 
to store the roots and to 
market them some time 
after January, when the 
supply is becoming scarce. 
As toa good variety, here 
js one of the best. Beet . 
needs a rich (but not 
freshly - manured), deeply 
worked, sandy loam in 
which to do its best. If 
the dung be fresh and lies 
in lumps, or if the soil be 
heavy and lumpy, the roots 
will fork, and that spoils 
them for sale. Those a 
sketch grew in sol 
that was worked fifteen 
inches deep and as fine as 
possible. The large, coarse 
roots of beet are the worst 
both for selling and for 
use. It is the tender, dark 
crimson, juicy beet that 
we relish at table, coarse 
ones being only good for 
cattle. To get a shallow 
soil to grow beet well, the 
top spit of soil should be 
dug out, laid on the surface 
on one side of a proposed 
row or trench; next the 
sub-soil will be dug out and laid on the surface on the 
other side of the trench ; then return the top spit into the 
trench, and next dig over it the spit of surface soil upon 
which it lay, and throw into the hollow thus left the sub- 
svil lying opposite. That plan doubles the depth of soil 
for every row. :

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HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE QUEEN’S GRACIOUS MESSAGE 

TO ADMIRAL RAWSON.—By command 

of Her Majesty, the following telegram was sent on 

Feb. 24 to Rear-Admiral Rawson, ut Brass: ‘The 

Queen desires to express to Admiral Rawson her 

great admiration of the conduct of the brave men under his 

command, who must all have gone through such a terribly 

trying time in their march to Benin, which was so success- 

fully captured, The Queen feels so much for them all, and 

is most anxious to hear that the wounded, and, indeed, all, 

are doing well, for the climate, the privations, and the 

horrors they witnessed must have been most fearful. The 

Queen deeply grieves for the loss of life.” To this Rear- 

Admiral Rawson replied to the Admiralty as follows: 

“ Brass, March 1.—Her Majesty’s most gracious message 

received. Please convey to Her Majesty the expression of 

our deep gratitude for her approval and sympathy. Iam 
glad to report that sick and wounded are doing well.’’ 


Her Majesty is entertaining a round of visitors at 
Windsor Castle prior to leaving for the Riviera. 


_ The Royal Yacht ‘‘ Victoria and Albert” 
is to embark the Queen and Princess Beatrice, for convey- 
ance to Cherbourg, about a quarter-past twelve on 
Wednesday, March 10, at the South Railway Jetty in 
Portsmouth harbour. After landing the Queen at Cher- 
bourg on the Thursday morning (Her Majesty having dined 
and slept on board the yacht), the Victoria and Albert and 
her escorting ships will return to Portsmouth. Her Majesty 
and Princess Henry of Battenberg have pleasantest re- 
collections of the balmy air and lovely scenery of Cimiez, 
to which they will return with pleasurable anticipations. 
The courtesy and kindness of the French authorities 
naturally afford great gratification to the Queen. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales went to see 
“ La Poupée,” the delightful comic opera at the Prince of 
Wales’s Theatre, prior to H.R.H.’s departure for Paris en 
route for Cannes. While passing through Boulogne on 
Monday, the Prince met with a cordial greeting from the 
English eolonists there, and was gleefully saluted by the 
occupants of the Boeuf Gras car. A bouquet (says the 
Daily News Correspondent) was offered by a group of three 
children dressed to represent the Emperor and Empress of 
Russia and President Faure. All three were hoisted into 
the royal carriage and spoken kindly to by the Prince. His 
Royal Highness, on arriving at the Northern Railway 
terminus in Paris, drove to the Hôtel Bristol. 


The Duke of Connaught last Monday opened a 
Church of England Institute at Aldershot, and remarked 
that this was the third institution of the kind he had 
inaugurated during the past year. The Duchess of 
Connaught also laid the foundation-stone of a military 
hospital at Aldershot. 


The Services of British Marines and Blue- 
jackets at the Great Fire in Canea. illustrated on 
our front page, exemplified the general smartness of all 
our services. Again did the Daily News Special at Canea 
distinguish himself in being the first to send home details 
of this gallant achievement. On Tuesday evening, Feb, 23, 
a fire broke out at the Government Palace at Canea, which 
resulted in the entire destruction of the Palace buildings. 
The fire was discovered next morning, at five o’clock, in a 
room in the centre of the building, next door to the bed- 
room of the Italian Commandant. It was already so fierce 
that the Commandant was unable to dress, and was 
forced to escape in a blanket. The flames spread 
rapidly, and the entire building, which was óf wood, 
was speedily ablaze. The British Marines quartered 
at the Greek School close to the palace were im- 
mediately marched to the square by Major Brittan, who 
with Lieutenant Nelson (good name) proceeded to attempt 
to extinguish the fire; but the palace being a Turkish 
Government institution, of course neither pumps, hose, 
axes, buckets, water, nor other appliances were available. 
The difficulties, therefore, were immense. Major Brittan 
and Lieutenant Nelson, seeing the impossibility of other- 
wise saving the quarter, then set to work with their men to 
insulate the fire, tearing down the buildings abutting on the 
palace literally with their hands, having no other means. 
The Marines worked splendidly, displaying infinite pluck 
and indefatigable energy. The struggle lasted three hours 
before success appegeel rer possible. Ultimately the efforts 
of the Marines prevailed, and the quarter was saved. During 
the progress of the fire, bands of sailors from the war-ships, 
British and foreign, arrived to take part in the work of 
salvage, but although the British sailors did excellent work, 
it is not too much tosay that the chief credit in saving the town 
from another appalling disaster rests with Major Brittan 
and Lieutenant Nelson and their men. While the fire was 
in progress at the palace, the Moslem rabble profited by 
the confusion to set fire to several houses in the town and 
suburbs. Major Bor and the Montenegrin police force 
patrolled the streets, extinguishing the flames where pos- 
sible, but three large houses in the suburbs, the property 
of absent Christian merchants, were burned to the ground. 


Lord Salisbury’s Strenuous Efforts to Main- 
tain the Concert of Europe, and the determination 
of the Great Powers that Crete shall have autonomy, and 
that the Greek forces must leave the island, may be said to 
be approved, on the whole, by the country. The Opposition 
has criticised the Government policy in the House of 
Commons. In the Greek Chamber, on Monday, M. 
Delyanni, the Premier, stated that in his protest to the 
European Governments against the recent bombardment of 
Canea he had stated that Greece was, unfortunately, not 
powerful enough to oppose the six Great Powers in defence 
of her rights. Kandamosthas fallen into the hands of the 
Cretan “insurgents” or patriots. The whole Turkish 
garrison, numbering 3000, were taken prisoners. Turkey’s 
active preparations for war have been an alarming factor in 
the Hast. Greece provoked this call to arms. The Turks 
can fight, and they still have a good master of the art of 
war in Osman Pasha to lead them. 


Fresh Troubles in Mashonaland.—Lord Ros- 
mead, High Commissioner at the Cape, telegraphed as 
follows to Mr. Chamberlain in respect to the renewed dis- 
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turbances in Mashonaland: ‘‘ Martin reports that after 

taking Soswe’s stronghold on the 19th February, Gosling 

attacked Mashongonika on the 23rd February, and, after 

shelling caves, charged the kraal and set fire to it. 

ae Bradley, of the ‘A’ Troop, was shot through the 
eart.” 


Sir George Goldie’s Expedition has Captured 
Ilorin after two days’ fighting. There were no casualties 
among the Europeans. The campaign of the Niger 
Company against the Emirs of Nupé and Dorin has thus 
been brought to a successful end. 


British Troops at a Benin Fire.--During a fire 
at Benin last month the hospital force worked splendidly, 
and succeeded in saving the wounded. Captain Campbell 
was the last to leave the burning structure, and he was 
himself scorched by the flames. 


Mr. Coningsby Disraeli, M.P., who has just 
been married to Miss Silva, is a young man who has

spoon in his mouth.” He 
had the good fortune to be 
the son of the late Mr. 
Ralph Disraeli, clerk of Par- 
liament ; and consequently 
apus to Lord Beacons- 
field, and when his distin- 
guished uncle died, the 
Rothschildsinterested them- 
selyesin his fortunes.

Chief Justice Kotze, of the Transvaal, who is 
heading the judges of the Republic in their timely and 
just resistance to the new 
aw by which they will be 
subject to the will of Presi- 
dent Kruger, is so influen- 
tial that he was mentioned 
as the probable successor of 
General Smit as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the South African 
Republic. He was born 
forty -seyen years ago at 
Capetown, and was educated 
first at the South African 
College ; but his father, 
who was a Mayor of Cape- 
town and a member of the 
Cape Parliament, sent him 
to England to finish his 
education. He took the 
degree of LL.B. at London 
University, and was called 
to the Bar at the Middle 
Temple. Returning to his 
native country to practice, 
he was only twenty-seven 
years of age when he re- 3 
ceived from President Búrgess the appointment of first 
Chief Justice of the Transvaal. During the period of the 
Transveeal’s annexation to this country he was the youngest 
Chief Justice in the British Empire. He seems to have 
maintained throughout the vicissitudes of government in 
the Transvaal the good opinion of the people. 


Mr. Alfred Harford, the remarkably adroit secre- 
tary of the Amalgamated_Railway Servants’ Association, is 
= ust now one of the 
x hestaprsised men in 
England. His action 
in smoothing over 
the North - Eastern 
Railway strike, after 
averting the threat- 
ened struggle on the 
North-Western, 
gives genuine hope 
that he represents a 
new force in Labour 
matters — the work- 
ing-man’s leader who 
will help to settle 
disputes instead of 
inciting them. He 
` certainly conducted 
the men’s case with a 
‘rare candour and 
courage towards the 
: men themselves, 
Mr. A. Harrorp. showing them the 
weak points of their 
position for which it was no use fighting. Thus, the 
termination of the strike was a general victory for the 
principles of conciliation in Labour matters, as well as a 
personal triumph for the men’s longheaded and moderate 
adviser. Mr. Harford teaches both masters and men the 
value of conciliation in Labour disputes.

Lady Wallace’s Magnificent Gift of Pictures 
to the Nation. — Lady Wallace, the widow of Sir 
Richard Wallace, made a noble disposition of one portion 
of her vast wealth. It is now certain that the exquisite 
Greuzes, the priceless Rubens, the unrivalled ins- 
boroughs, the fifteen Meissoniers, the Velasquez, the 
Murillos, the Rembrandts, the Titians, and the other 
wonders of the unique Hertford collection become the 
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property of the British nation by the death of Lady Wallace 
The pictures and objets d'art at present stored in Hertford 
House form the finest private collection in the world. 
They have been valued at three and a half millions—one 
might as easily say seven! The fact is that their real value 
is not to be estimated in mere money. What is certain

is that in a public sale, without reserve, they could scarcely 
fail te fetch a million. Hertford House is interesting 
because the third Marquis was the original of Thackeray’s 
Marquis of Steyne, and the house may fitly represent the 
grand and gloomy mansion in which the distinguished 
admirer of Becky Sharp lived. The fourth Marquis 
went over to Paris in a pique because the local authorities 
would not allow him to erect a permanent awning over the 
pavement of Manchester Square. There he put together 
that unrivalled collection which is now handed over to the 
British nation. "When he died, unmarried, he left the 
whole of his unentailed estate to Richard Wallace, a young 
man who had been brought up by and with him. Who 
Richard Wallace was can only be essed—sufliciently 
correctly, no doubt. He was as amiable and sociable as the 
Marquis was wayward, cynical, and defiant of conventional- 
ism. He wasmade a Baronet by the Queen for his services in 
relieving the poor of Paris during the siege. No man ever 
did more to make the French people respect and esteem an 
Englishman. In return, his widow, a Frenchwoman, has 
made this magnificent gift to England. As his son died 
before him, it is understood that some part of Sir Richard’s 
wealth will return to the existing Hertford family, 


The Latest American Idea is now on trial at 
Syracuse, U.S.A,, the great bicycle manufacturing town. 
A septuplet bicycle has been fitted with masts and 
sails, so that its seven riders may fly along the 
track at the rate of a mile a minute. The masts are of 
wood, light, but very strong. The forward one is fitted or 
stepped into a metal holder or socket which rises from the

framework of the machine just back of the seat of the 
first rider, while the second mast is placed between the sixth 
and the last rider. The forward mast is about twelve feet 
in length, while the second or rear stick is some two feet 
shorter. The rig is almost a canoe rig. The sails are 
somewhat triangular in shape, and when set are kept in 
position by numerous small gaffs, which are in the nature 
of small booms running from the mast through the sails to 
their outer edges. The sails are controlled by the-second 
and seventh riders by means of a system of cords and 
pulleys in the same manner as the sails of a canoe are 
verned. In the preliminary trials which have thus far 
een made with this machine it has been demonstrated that 
while the sails are, under certain conditions of the wind, of 
yery material assistance to the riders in the matter of 
speed, they cannot be used to advantage with any breeze 
which may blow.

The Breach of Promise Case of Williams v. 
Connor, which supplied us with a bouquet of Sketches, 
was heard on Feb. 26 in the London Sheriff’s Court, having 
been remitted from the High Court for the assessment of 
damages. ‘The plaintiff was a Miss Ellen Williams, a 
schoolmistress, of 4, Colebrook Row, Islington, and the 
defendant was Robert Alexander Connor, a clerk in the 
Claims Department, Somerset House. Plaintiff claimed 
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The Finsbury Park Tragedy startled North 
London early last week. It happened on Feb. 22, at 1, 
Prince’s Road, Finsbury Park. A young German named 
Adolf Oppenheimer destroyed his own life after shooting 
his Jandlord, Mr. Horace Rylands. The lad’s father, 
Herr Salomon Oppenheimer, a leather merchant, carry- 
ing on business in Munich, Bavaria, stated that his 
sor was eighteen years of age, and left home in 
September for England to engage in business. Annie 
Harriet Elizabeth Rylands, the wife of Mr. Horace 
Rylands, a student of music, living at 1, Prince’s Road, 
Finsbury Park, stated that Oppenheimer, who was a com- 
mercial clerk, had lodged at her house since September, 
and was a sober and steady youth. He was about to lease

£250 damages. Plaintiff was a schoolmistress at a salary 
of £50 per annum, but in consequence of the publicity 
given to the breach of promise by defendant the plaintiff 
had had notice to leave. Defendant said that he had a 
position worth £80 to £100 pr year, and made £20 per 
annum overtime. In consequence of the death of 
plaintiff’s father, Miss Williams and her mother set up a 
boarding-house in Barnsbury, and defendant was the first 
lodger. He told plaintiff that he was a non-smoker, a 
Sunday-school teacher, and a church worker. On account 
of his statements, defendant, being such a model man— 
(laughter)—was received more as a friend than a boarder, 
and shared the front sitting-room with plaintiff and her 
mother. Both parties were studying for Civil Service 
examinations, and used to do so together, and this gave 
the defendant opportunities to sham fainting in order that 
plaintiff should administer smelling-salts and bathe his fore- 
head for him. (Laughter.) There was no question as to the 
breach of promise, as defendant frequently romised to 
marry plaintiff after he became of age in 1895. However, he 
cooled later, and jilted the plaintiff for no conceivable 
reason. The plaintiff in evidence said defendant “* took her 
on his@knee and implored her to pray for him.” (Laughter.) 
The jury awarded the plaintiff £20 damages.

Mr. Rylands sought 
to evade him by dodging round the table, but Oppen- 
heimer followed and fired three more shots at him. Mr. 
Rylands, who was struck in the head and neck and 
was bleeding profusely, succeeded in escaping from 
the room. Oppenheimer afterwards ran upstairs, and 
shortly after she heard two other shots fired. The 
Coroner: The fact is he had fallen in love with his land- 
lady, and as soon as she was aware of his feelings she 
very properly told her husband. He was only eighteen— 
an impressionable age. The jury returned a verdict of 
“ Suicide whilst of unsound mind.”

often as possible in this, the Sixtieth year of her glorious reign. All classes rejoiced in the 
presence of Her Majesty in our midst. Rarely on a Drawing-Room visit to the great city, 
which cherishes a true and deep affection for Her Majesty, has our beloved Sovereign witnessed 
such an unmistakably enthusiastic gathering of people as that which assembled to greet her on 
Tuesday week, when the Queen was driven in an open carriage, with her faithful Highland 
attendants in the rumble, from Paddington, through Hyde Park, and down Constitution Hill 
to Buckingham Palace.
